The cause of the explosion cannot yet 
be determined, The wildest excitement 
prevailed after the explosion, and tbo 
immense plant was surrounded by thou- 
sands of persons, who, however, were 
unable to get close to the structure 
on account of the intense heat. 

The warehouse, containing in the 
neighborhood of 30,000 barrels of whis- 
key, was instantly a cauldron, and it 
was seen that no one inside the build- 
ing could escape. 

The warehouse, iu crushing the 
smaller structure nearby, set the latter 
on lire, and the whiskey from the burst- 
ing barrels Hooded everything in that 
direction. Large streams ran down 
grade towards the river, and in a short 
time there was ;i foot of whiskey in 
the cattle pens cast of the warehouse, 
where 3,^00 steers were chained fast.

London, June 4.— '^Perhaps it looks as 
if we could not lake a licking," said 
Mujor-General Lord Oheylesniore, 
president of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion today, referring to the controversy 
in the match for th... Pnlnin trophy, 
which was won by the American team 
in July last. "However,", continued the 
former commander of the Grenadier 
Guards, "that is not the case, nor do 
ihe comments of the English papers 
represent our feelings. There is no re- 
sentment on our part, and we continue 
to hold the American ride team in the 
highest respect. It' they offered to re- 
shoot the mutch for tbe Puliim trophy 
we would not do it. We were beaten 
and we own it. All wo tiny is that Un- 
fortunately a mistake has occurred ou 
account of the American team using 
ritles. they themselves admit are not 
similar to those issued to the American 
army. .Such action distinctly broke the 
conditions under which the Palma 
trophy must be fought for. 

"Nothing dishonorable lias been im- 
puted by us to the American team, and 
1 am sorry to see that the London Times 
made such au unfortunate deduction. 

"It is entirely false, however, for 
any one to say that the officials of the 
British Rille Association were told that 
thu spiral was different from that used 
in the American army. 

"All objections, especially those made 
by the loser, are •objcVtAonable, 'biull 
when a statement appears in tbe Ameri- 
ca 11 papers that the winning team used 
teu-reui rifles, we were forced to in- 
quire into the facts of the case. The 
reply we received leads to no other con- 
clusion but that the rules of the compe- 
tition were violated, unintentionally 
doubtless, and without the slightest de- 
sire to be dishonorable. But still, they 
were violated. Xot a man of our team 
grudges the Americans the victory. They 
won by excellent shooting." 

Lord Cheylesmore added that the Can- 
adian authorities were unofficially cog- 
nizant of the action taken here, but ho 
did not know what they intended to 
do. Nothing would be done officially 
here until the National American (Rifle. 
Association was heard from. 

1TI10 controversy aroused here over 
the 'Palma affair has brought to a cli- 
max a long series of unpleasant inci- 
dents associated with Anglo-American 
sporting contests. Scarcely any of them 
has occurred in England without leav- 
ing bitterness on one side or the other. 
American residents in the United King- 
dom have come to dread the visit of any 
American contestant in sports. Since 
Howard Gould came over with his yacht 
.Niagara, which was visited by the of- 
ficials of the Yacht Racing Association 
in 1800 in the absence of Mr. Gould 
owing to a rumor that she was fitted 
with water ballast, to the present Falma 
episode, mutual distrust appears to have 
existed between the lending exponents 
of sport in both eountmes. Hence tho 
forthcoming trip of HarvalHl-Yale ath- 
letes causes sonic misgivings in the 
minds of Americans who live in Eng- 
land. They recall the keen feeling ex- 
hibited by the English spectators against 
the "college yells" heard when Harvard 
and Yale last met Oxford and Cam- 
bridge in London. Cornell's troubles at 
Henley in LS05 are still fresh in tho 
minds of all Englishmen connected with 
rowing, while both Yale and Pennsyl- 
vania continue to come in for severe 
criticism for employing professional 
couches. Even in the matter of clothes 
ami the megaphoned voice of the cox- 
swain and coach, the -Americans are 
still bitterly criticized in rowing circles, 
whle Che English tenuis experts have 
never quite forgiven Ward and Davis 
for appearing in English champion ships 
in uucouventiouul siioit;. In polo cir- 
cles Lord Shrewsbury's attack on Law- 
rence Waterbury, the American player, 
for the wearing of shoes, required King 
Edward's intervention to prevent serious 
trouble. ' In the light of experience of 
those best fitted to know, it is sahl 
that every Anglo-American contest, 
whatever the result, has left bitterness 
behind ii.

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Paper Read by F. Moore, B. Sc., Before Natural 
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. The Ultimate Constitution of Matter 
was a question discussed by the most 
ancient philosophers uf whom we have 
any knowledge. The elements, accord- 
ing to' the -Hindus, were Earth, Air. 
Fire, Water ami Ether. And in the 
fourth book of "Chow,'' forming pan 
of the Chinese historical records known 
as the* "Shoo King," there is a docu- 
ment supposed to date from U(lllt) 15. C, 
in which is given an account of the 
five elements, nz Ivirth Fin 'A iter, 
.Metal and Woods. 

The Creeks, although they totally

(.4). The most surprising property 
possessed by radium, and discovered by 
'M. Curie, is that radium emits heat. 

A small quantity of radium, when 
placed in un enclosure kepi at a cons* 
taut teiiiperutuie, maintains itself con- 
stantly at about 1.5 degrees centigrade 
above the temperature of its .sur- 
roundings. ICueli gram of radium emits 
enough heat to melt its own weight of 
ice per hour. Here again we have un 
emission of energy without any appar- 
ent source of supply.

primordial substance, are spontaneous- 
ly breaking up into simpler atoms, of 
which one is helium. Pushing our . pec- 
uhitioiiH further, if the atom is then a 
complicated structure— what of these 
smaller parts of which il is com- 
posed are ihey ill turn composite 
structures making the atom a veri- 
table solar system V But here 1 
take it, speculation must perforce 
cease. To the finite mind, the infinite- 
ly small is- as incomprehensible us the 
iiiilinilely large. I think the study of 
the constitution of matter must Impress 
us with a deeper awe for the mysteries 
of creation.

i The workman's wages, too. are pro- 
tected as in no other land. Any clause 
in a contract providing that part of

& N Kallway Company, lias returned 1 
from an elght-monthe' tour of Europe 
and Emut. Mr. Sutton was accompan- 
ied ou the trip by his wife and sister, 
and nil thoroughly enjoyed the, journey- 
ing unionist foreign people* and, strange 
and beautiful lands. r-«i»r 

'LMi.» party went East on the Grcal 
Northern railway to Ontario, and thence 
t,> New i'ork, spending a. week in Orotn 
am, Then they took the Cunarder I'm- 
brU for Liverpool. A. few pl«^nt 
weeks, v.-ere Hpent m -tire- north of &»IS- 
land ,The weather u the north was 
doudy and rather afeusreeaole, so (he 
party cut short their visit there ■ and pro- 
ceeded to London. After emeuchng some 
time' in the British metropoli^^r. Sut- 
.ton and his party crossed to I ana 

fthree woks were spent in the gaj 
canital o'f Frtfnco, theu they went on to 
Lv s .hen to Marseilles. Wnd spent a 
few divs visiting the Riviera, with a 
*vc* at Mentonc, a visit to».teCitta 
and Nice, add tag to the interest of t he 
trip cwisideraWy.

On Christmas day the whole party -nt- 
wudeu jKmliticnl muss in St leteri s 
rathedral and heard the celebrated I < ar- 
diun] ltainpollii celebrate masts. 1 here 
was an immense throng of people pre«- 

' " l^oir. Home the party went to Naples, j 
whwo 11 few days were jpleasaul-ly spent. 
■Mr iSutton was not much impresses 
with the beauties of the plat-*', and was 
rathe, inclined to think thai »ne famous 
injun.liot, was probably MM 
•eally. for a sight of a good many parts 
of the city would certainly not con- 
duce to Jetigth of life. "45*6 Naples and 
theu die " cannot be taken **><> 'literally. 
Vesuvius was visited ami alao the other; 
volcanic lulls around Naade*. An eici- 
txic railway takes the visitor to the ton 
of Vesuvius 1W a small tee., l lie vol- 
cano wa> ill a state ef eruption when 
;the party was there. Mi:. .Sutton ob- 
tained a few red hot speciiuons from the 
throat of the crater. 

L\n amusing sight an bella Napoli is 
the driving of goats through the streets 
to be milked. The drivers will bring 
the goats upstairs lo be anilked at the 
•door of the patron: sometimes as many 
.as three -or four flights (if stairs are 
.climbed by the obliging vendors oi goats 
milk. r l'<> the stranger this, in a city 01 
the pretfJisi'Uis of -\a]di 
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Naples a good many of the 
fiJ-e slowly becoming extinct. | 
«igm of "life" being the send- 
off «f fumes ;and 'Viipor. In this 
.state they .are termed "solfatario." From 
Niuples exclusions wore taken to I oni- 
peii and tf.erciila noum, the buried cities, 
where ' inan.v interetitiug things were 
seen The excavations are .going on 
.steadily.' All strangers are charged a 
fee 'toVI&t th* cities, and this money is 
devoteTl'to the work of continuing the 
excavations. Most of the antiquities 
found at 'Pompeii are now kept there in- 
stead, of being sent til the national mu- 
seums. 

Palermo, Sicily., was .the next stopping 
place, and fl week v.ns spent there, very 
profitably and entertainingly. The party 
climbed Mtmnt Kr.ua, going up by the 



narrow-gauge railway, which ruus round 
the base of the mountain. Mr. Sutton 
was very miicli struck with the way in 
which the cultivation of the soil is car- 
ried on along the sides of Etna. It is 
all terraced and the soil is tilled as far 
■ I j > as vegetation will grow. Vines arc 
principally raised, and they are exceed- 
ingly luxuriant*, producing not only ini- 
uieiis-e ()iinntities of wine, bill of the 
finest quality, (iigcnta was also visit- 
ed, the sulphur mines there Interesting I 
iMr. 'Sullen very much. The method of' 
extracting the sulphur is most primitive. 
It is mined by men in Edenic einstume, 
owing to the excessive heat, and is car- 
ried up from the bottom of the mines to 
the surface on their hacks. They climb 
long lail Icrs thus, and the work is terri- 
bly slow and laborious. Those ladders 
are cut out of the solid rock. After the 
sulphur is melted into square blocks it 
is loaded llipon the back of mules ami | 
asset*, a block on each side, and is thus 
carried down to the town, where it is 
forwarded t" the seaports for shipment. 

At Mcs-ina Ihe party embarked for 
Alexandria, Egypt. After a delightful 
trip through die Eastern Mediterranean, 
ihe oiice-greai city founded in honor of; 
the greatest of the undent conquerors, > 
was reached. The parly put ill a pleas- 1 
an I day surveying 'the sights of the city 



of the Ptolemies, of Hypiitia, ol Cyril, 
and of the philosophers who discovered 
so many wonderful things and anticipat- 
ed so many "modern" discoveries in 
science and a rl . The party then passed 
up to Cairo, where two days were spent 
visiting ami viewing the innumerable 
ancient temples, .tombs', palaces and for- 
tresses of the ancient Egyptian kings. 
Most of those side excursions were made 
on clonkeybiiek. The trip was extended 
us far as Assouan, where the great dam, 
just completed |.y the Hritisli govern- 
ment, proved niosl interesting t" the vis- 
itors. 

The great temples of Luxor, Elephan- 
tis, I'hilae and other celebrated spots 
were visited in turn, and their marvels 
of carving anil architecture admired. 
The return to Cairo was party hv boat 
niul partly by railway. During the 
three week.-' slay in Cairo visits were 
mailc to tin- pyramids, which arc now 
reached by electric railway. The neigh- 
borhood of Cairo is especially rich in 
lilies of Egypt's mighty past, and nil 
those wonders can be reached comfort- 
ilbly nowadays by electric tram. The 
great museum of Cairo has very deep 
interest for all anl iquarians. la t arc 
many mummies of kings and princes, 
including those of Scthos First, and 
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Rnmeses the Great, Uw lunn who 1)llilt 
many of the grea^ temples of Egypt. 
His mummy, ov er lnm , thousand years 
old, is very 'Vypjj preserved. 

An enter pujgjug Egyptian wanted to 
sell Mr. S^ lUton „ head which the Egypt- 
inn solemnly asserted wus the head of 
his I'.ne, Egyptian's) grandfather. Ah 
Mr. Stttton was not investing in mumini- 
^i'ad grandfathers just then, this rare 
Offer was allowed to slip. Another man 
wonted to dispose of n young crocodile 
at an enormous sacrifice, but us the 
difficulties of transporting saurians ap- 
peared to be considerable, this choice 
opportunity was also missed. Another 
brand of 'article popular amongst the 
sellers who infest the tombs and tem- 
ples of Egypt is the sacred beetle. Those 
fellows pretend that the beetles they 
have for sale are genuine, lowing come 
from the veritable tombs of royalty. The 
beetles are mostly made of glass (prob- 
ablv in Brummiigem at a shilling a 
thousand) and the prices run from two 
pounds sterling to ten pounds. 

The pyramids arc built of a stone 
called uuminulile, while the obelisks are 
all of the imperishable syenite, quarried 
in the neighborhood of .Assouan. That 
is the onh place where that particular 
kind of stone has been found. The site 
of ancient Thebes was found of special 
interest. The tombs Of the kings are 
lighted by electricity. The Egyptian 
government charges; a foe amounting to 
about .Si! for each visitor going to see 
these wonder- of the past, and this 
money is spent ill preservation and ex- 
cavation. 

Cairo, with ils bazaars, its mosques, 
ii-j brilliant and inany-hued Oriental life, 
the temples of the caliphs, the great 
citadel from which a superb view can be 
had of the surronnding country, is a city 
that cannot readily be forgotten by any 
one who has visited it. 

hToiil < 'aim the party went, via Alex- 
andria, to Trieste, at the head ol the 
Adriatic, in Austria, and then crossed 
over to Venice. The trip to Venice was 
by railway, but at the Venetian railway 
station land transport censed for a 
while, and it was all gondola travel after 
that. It was curious to see Ihe houses 
standing in the water, and the traffic 
being carried on by boat. The cathe- 
dral of gnu .Marco, and the great square 
and piazza were objects of much inter- 
est. The Doge's palace and the Bridge 
of Sighs, the great paintings and the 
marvelous sculptures kept the Victoria 
visitors busy for sonic I i mo, 

iFrom Venice the party went up 
through Austria and Germany, through 
the Austrian Tyrol with its grand 
scenery, slopping at Hozen a short tune. 
They 'then went, to Munich, the capital 
of l'otvaria. where the immense picture 
galleries, the king's palace with its won- 
derful rooms inlaid with precious stones 
and gidd, and its handsome streets, 
proved intensely interesting. In the mu- 
seum at Munich is a good collection of 

fossils. 

Fmni Munich to Berlin was the next 
journey, and Mr. Sut'ton found the tier- 
man capital the linest cily, without ex- 
ception, that he had ever seen. Paris 
has il- boulevards and is very pretty 
tilling the Seine, bin in Mr. Sutton's 
opinion it is mil equal to Berlin for gran- 
deur of architecture, the laying out of 
its streets, for cleanliness and good or- 
der. There arc no skyscrapers to dis- 
figure the landscape in Berlin with their 
hideous disproportions; there is a uni- 
formity that, somehow, is very pleasing, 
li is a thoroughly modern city. 

The party saw Emperor William drive 
down the Enter den Linden in n close 
carriage, closely followed by a couple of 
police on bicycles. The Emperor was 
plainly visible as his carriage swept past 
at great spec,!. The parly visited the 
Imperial slate quarters, but they did 
not surpass in magnificence those of 
iMu nich. 

Erom Berlin they passed on to Frank- 
furt "ii the Main, spending II day there, 
then going to Heidelberg, visiting (he 
university and climbing the hills around 
the town. Erom Heidelberg they pro- 
ceeded to Ron a on the Rhine, having a 
-.eel view ol' the castle and lowers along 
that historic stream. Cologne, with its 
marvelous eatlo'dral was the next stop- 
ping phoe. The cathedral impressed 
them us one of the architectural won- 
ders .if the world.

I will colififts at one- that 1 find my- 
self staggered by its dimensions. Ii 
would require it voliuin to treat sticn 
a i|iie*tion with the respect which it 
deserves; all that can be done in a brief 
article is to suggest one or two points 
for consideration. 

It is necessary, first of all. to distin- 
guish between inevitable and prevent- 
able poverty. Inevitable poverty there 
will always be. The broad-winner dies 
or is disabled, and women and children

they can. Trades decline or are sub- 
ject to depression, and work becomes 
scarce. Sudden losses fall upon indus- 

II ions and honorable folk, and often ai 
a period of life when it is impossible to 
make n Irish start. Ill the best-gov- 
erned community these tragedies will 
occur. Were society communal in its 
ibasis much could no done to mitigate 
the woist effects of these misfortunes. 
'Much 1 1 1 i ! 1 1 be (lone, u.s it is. by a vast 
system of national insurance, which 
should he compulsory. More might be 
done by properly organized bureaus itl 
labor. It should he a .principle of t-v< ry 
civilized community that no man able 
anil willing lo work should be refused 
work. The Staic itself should bo res- 
ponsible for this. it should establish 

industrial .colonies and farms, wh 

the hare means of subsh-tei at 

least, should be gunrnnl I to nil per- 

<ious capable of work. We want a l!u- 
reait of the Poor, just as we Hinvo a

In lies mailer of inevitable poverty, 
the chii f thing I., be sai.l, is thai 'it 
hugely exists III rough cnrcic*siiess in 
social administration. T \V,. have never 
yet, as a nation, given any really se- 
rious iton-sidcrnthui to the problem of 
povei'ty. We an- stirred into interest 
occasionally by strikiv, street proces- 
sions, and sensational articles in the 
press; htters arc written to the impels, 
money pours in to some improvised 
fund, possibly a question is asked ; n 
the House of Kepresentatives; and then 
ihe public interest di'S inviiv and noth- 
ing is done till the next winter, when 
the old talcs of misery evoke a rcneti- 
tinn of the same process. This is a 
piece of stupid folly unworthy of a jjco- 
pie that claim to he intelligent. J'ov- 
erty is a social disease, and is no more 
i" lie ignored than yhysieal disease. 
'We have used all the powers of gov- 
ernment lo enforce certain laws of li.v- 

gie m the people; is il not time that 

the same powers were used to deal in 
a systematic fashion with this much 
graver question of social hygiene— Ihe 
licipilcss poverty of a great mass of 
people in one of the wealthiest coun- 
tries in III" world, and all the damage 
to thi' national welfare inflicted by this 
spreadiing ulcer in our midst V 

It is much easier to write upon prc- 
reutable poverty, for it i* tolerably 
clear to most observer,- of mir social 
lite thai two-thirds of our poverty is 
|in rentable. In spile of all the 'real 
story of thrift prestnted by the savings 
banks, we are an extravagant people. 
The American, when he iris money, 
spends il freely, and thinks little about 
the future. ,Thc American workman 
is much less frugal than the French, 
■tinman, or Italian workman. It is 
the same with the shopkeeper ami the 
professional classes. There is very Ut- 
ile of that hard, penurious habit of 
saving which is universal among the 
lErencli bourgeois class. The genera! 
'habit is to live pretty nearly tip to 
oup'fl income, Hence misfortune finds 
men' Unarmed. Insurance against 
death or old niro is common, but not 
the kind of thrift which systematically 
the rainy
